Mis Last Chance at the Sack.

Wasnineton, Dec. 5.—From present 
appezrances Edward Silcott, cashier 
of the Sergeant-at-Arms of the House 
of Representatives, has fled, carrving 
off $79,000 of the funds entrusted to 
his care. 

Silcott was a trusted employe who 
came from Ohio. He was appointed 
by Leedom six year ago. 
good business qualifications and soon 
possessed himself of the unlimited 
confidence of his superior. Last Sat- 
urday he notified Leedom that he was 
going to New York and would be back 
on Sunday. A message was received 
from him, dated New York, on Mon- 
day morning, saying that he bad been 
detained, but would return that night, 
and a similar message reached his 
wife in this city. As he did not ap- 
pear on Tuesday, Leedom was fearful 
that he had been overtaken by some 
accident, but, to satisfy his rising sus- 
picions, he began an investigation. 
The information that Silcott bad drawn 
his bank balance deepened these sus- 
picions, and the inquiry was pursued. 
The enormous office safe conld not be 
opened in a moment, as Silcott had 
the combination, but when an entrance 
was finally effected, it was found that 
$30,000, set apart for the use of the 
paying teller, was intact. ? 
The next inquiry was made at the 


} Treasury Department, where Leedom 


was informed that Silcott had called 
thece on Saturday and had drawn 
about $72,000. It was possible for him 
to draw this large amount without ex- 
citing comment, as he had for a long 
time been charged with the duty of 


Silcott was under bonds in the sum 
of $50,000. This is, however, an in- 
demnity bond given ta the Sergeant- 
at-Arms, and Leedom, who is himself 
bonded in the sum of $50,000, is di- 
rectly responsible for the shortage. 
Leedoim says Silcott could have taken 
$160, 000 just as easily. 


Hotels Burned.

East Tawas, Mich., Dec. 5.—The 
Miner’s House took fire this morning 
and a greater part of the hotel was 
destroyed. Two bodies were found in 
the ruins. Five men were injured. 
PrrtspurGe, Dec. 5.—Shortly before 
noon the Monongahela House took fire 
and was damaged to the extent of 
about $100,000. It is one of the oldest 
and largest hotels in the city, occupy- 
ing an entire block, and was seven sto- 
ries high. Two hundred guests were in 
the house at the time, several of whoin 
had a narrow escape. The most of 
them lost almost all their personal ef- 
fects. The papers had been drawn for 
a sale of the property at 3 Pp. m. for 
$475,000.

African Gold Fields. 


One of the first African .explor- 
ers who made his way across that 
continent records that at one place 
in the far interior the patiyes were 
using placer gold in their old mus- 
kets as a substitute for lead shot. 
The former was worth no more to 
them than lead, and the inference 
of the explorer was that the gold 
must be abundant, as the natives 
obtained it without any great ex- 
ertion. Recent acccunts published 
of gold discoveries in the Transvaal 
Republic of South Africa go far to 
confirm the theory that the gold 
mines yet to be explored in South 
Africa may be as productive as 
those were in California or Aus- 
tralia. One town has sprung up— 
J ohannesburg—on the edge of the 
gold fields, that now centains 40, 
000 inhabitants. The yield in six 
months of the present year of these 
mines has been $4,000,000. These 
mines, says the San Francisco Bul- 
letin, are several hundred miles 
beyond the famous diamond mines 
of Kimberly. ‘lhe latter mines are 
already connected with the sea 
coast by a railroad. Miners are 
now flocking to the gold mines in 
the Transvaal Republic in great 
numbers. 

In all such mining excitements 
there is a great deal of fiction 
mixed up with the facts. But far 
beyond the Transvaal Republic, in 
Mashuna land, tliere are reporis of 
wonderful discoverics, surpassing 
in richness any heretofore known. 
The natives are extremely hostile 
to the whites. But the latter are 
pushing on to these mines. Ifthe 
gold is there it may be assumed 
that no native hostility will keep 
the miners out. The latest theory 
is that the real Ophir is in Mashuna 
land, But it may be noted that 
Ophir is always moved along to 
the richest mines that are found. 
However, on the theory that Solo- 
mon procured his gold for the tem- 
ple from the southwest coast of 
Africa, Ophir might as well be lo- 
cated in the mysterious Mashuna 
land as elsewhere, until the next 
famous discovery is made in Af- 
rica. 

Nothing of consequence bas for 
some years been reported about 
gold in Central Africa. . Vague ac- 
counts are given from time to 
time of natives who have both gold 
and ivory to exchange for goods, 
Africa,‘as a gold-bearing coyntry, 
is virgin ground. The theory has 
long prevailed that it is the richest 
gold country of the world. This 
theory is partly supported by tra- 
dition and in part by such acgounts 
as have been given from time to 
time by explorers. The isolated 
traveler could do little in the way 
of gathering information about the 
mineral resources of the African 
continent. That was not his basi- 
ness. These early explorers only 
incidentally meution the finding of 
gold, as if it were really of no 
great importance in comparison 
with other objects to be attained. 
But whenever the fact is clearly 
demonstrated that there are great 
and rich gold fields in Africa noth- 
ing in the climate nor in the hos- 
tility of the native population will 
keep back those who are in search 
of the golden fleece. The discov- 
ery of vast gold fields in Africa 
might be disastrous to the natives, 
but it would introduce a crude 
civilization, the pioneer of a still 
better one which will one day take 
possession of the entire African 
continent.

A Negro Who Handled Billions. 

Few if any personsin this country have 
handled more money, and checks, bonds and 
other representatives of money than “Un- 
cle’ Henry Logan, the messenger of the 
Register of the Treasury. He is a colored 
man, past seventy, as punctual as the hands 
of aclock, and as trustworthy as a burg- 
lar-proof safe. His principal function is to 
carry checks, warrants, bonds, etc., to and 
from the Kegister’s office, where they have 
to be signed. He has been doing this work 
for twenty-five years, with scarcely a day's 
absence during all tRattime. He has han- 
died a large part of the bonds and cur 
rency issued by the Government, and the 
warrants that have beon drawn upon the 
treasury. The aggregate in dollars, if it 
could be figured out, would go up into the 
billions. Express companies are paid a 
fixed sum per mile for every thousand dol- 
lars they transport for the government, 
and if ‘‘Uncle Henry” had been paid at the 
same rate he would now be rolling in 
wealth. He receives a salary of $720 a 
year, and on this modest income he has been 
able to buy a home and raise a large family. 
Uncig Henry held his place all through 
Clev d’s administration and bids fair to 
remain until the infirmities of age compel 
his retirement.

The Mouth of the Horse. 

Bé careful of the horse’s mouth. Men who 
jerk the reins because they are too mad to 
be sensible and humane, should have a bit 
placed in their own mouths and have it 
jerked by some brutal fellow who would 
enjoy giving pain.

abie animal. What is kuown of its life has | 


been obtained at long range, and many er- 
rors have thereby crept in. All the ro- 
mance about thrilling adventures in the 
capture of the whale have had their day. 
Itis still regarded as a dangerous occupa- 
tion, but nothing like what it was in the 
past. You will hear no more stories of 
hand harpooning and the smeaing line run- 
ning out over the bow, the boat towed by a 
leviathan at lightuing speed, and all thase 
details that illuminated the old-time stories 
ofthe sea. Now whales are killed witha 
bomb lance, fired as any other projectile, 
at a moderately long range. It carries fn 
explosive substance that detonates when 
the lance enters the body of the whale. 
That is the modern way. The whale is gén- 
erally harpooned afterward in order to 
make it fast, and unless this is attempted 
before the whale is dead it is not attended 
with any danger.”’ 


“What are some of the popular fallacies | 


in regard to whales?’’ 

“In the first place the greatest of them 
all is that the whaleisafish. It is a mam- 
mal with none of the characteristics of a 
fish, except that it exists in the water. An 
animal that nurses its young, and has rudi- 
mentary hind legs, could hardly correspond 
toa fishin any respect. In almost every 
cut of a whale you will see the animal 
spouting a tremendous volume of water 
from his blow-holes. This is purely an 
imaginary habit on the part of the whales. 
The blow-holes of the whale correspond to 
the nostrils of other animals. When it 
comes to the surface to breathe, it expels 
the air from its lungs with a violent effort. 
Its nostrils are apt to be slightly under 
water, and the result isa column of spray 
risesin theair. This has been mistaken in 
the distance by sailors for a column of 
water. When a whaie had been harpooned 
so that its lurigs had been penetrated, it is 
likely that the whale spouted blood and 
water through its nostrils, and this has 
confirmed the original error when the sail- 
ors observed it at close range. 

“Another popular error,’ continued Prof. 
True, ‘‘is that all whales furnish whale- 
bone. The two great classifications among 
whales are the toothed and the whalebone 
varieties. The sperm whale is a toothed 
whale, and the right whale is a whalebone 
whale. The whalebone in a good-sized 
whale is worth severa! hundreds of dollars. 
The toothed whaies really nave not much 
use for their teeth, as they can not chew 
any thing with them. They are merely a 
row of points that serve to grasp a fish or 
other kind of prey, and hold it until it can 


work it down its throat. The teeth areonly 
There are no molars | 
among the teeth, and they can not grind | 


on the lower jaw. 


the food. Then the jaw is not hung so that 
itcan do any thing more than snap. The 
whalebone whale uses the fringe of whale- 
bone around the upper jaw in lieu of teeth. 
It strikes a school of shellfish, which 
abound in great numbers in the sea, and 
when it gets them in its mouth it closes its 
jaws. The water is squeezed out and the 
whale swallows every thing that is left.” 

“How large an object cana whale swal- 
low?’ , 

“The throat of the largest specimen is 
not more that three inches and a half in 
diameter.” 

‘‘Have any species been exterminated?’ 

“From what we know, itis not probable. 
For a few years the right whale disap 
peared totally from the North American 
coast. None were stranded, and there was 
no evidence that any more were in exis- 
tence. A year or two ago one or two speci- 
mens were seen, and now they are reason- 
ably plentiful again. Whether they disap- 
peared because they were pursued by man 
or for some other reason we can not estab- 
lish. That they totally disappeared, how- 
ever, isconclusive. ‘The fact is, that when 
a certain kind of whale becomes so scarce 
as to be in danger of extermination it then 
becomes unprofitable to chase it, and the 
opportunity for a renewal of the breed is 
favorable.”’ 

“Do they breed rapidly” 7 

“One or two ata birth is the rule. The 
smaller varieties generally bear twins, and 
a single one at @ birth 1s probably the case 
with the greater varieties. The infants are 
born pretty well abie to take care of them- 
selves, though they are carefully nursed 
by the mother until they are swift enough 
to provide themselves with food. It is the 
belief that the mother floats on her side on 
top ofthe water when nursing, so that the 
young can suckle with their biowholes out 
of water. Whether thisis true or not Ido 
not know. A female with young is very 
wary and difficult to approach, so that very 
little can be gathered on this point from 
actual observation.”’ 

“Do whales ever sleep?” , 

“That is one of the many things that we 
do not know. Sperm whales have been 
known to lie on the water motionless for a 
considerable period, but it can, only be 
guessed whether they are asleep or not. A 
whale could not sleep under water for any 
length of time. Ithas acapacity for storing 
@ great deal of air in the blood vessels that 
fill the neck and are found well down 
through the body; but at the furthest this 
could not last it more than a half hour, 
when it would have to come to the surface 
to blow. ‘itis assumed that many of the 
lower forms of life never sieep; but in the

of making a child swallow the nauseous 
druaght is not to be allowed in her excuse; 
for the child need not know what is given, 
and there are many ways of making it 
tasteless besides that of administering it in 
capsules;for, when given, beaten up with 
the white of an egg, as if for what is called 
“egg-nog,” with some sugar anda dash of 
lemon juice added, or adrop of essence of 
peppermint, the child will think jt is having 
some unusual indulgence granted because 
it does not feel well, remembering to its 
advantage the old nursery lines: 
“Ob yes, not well; you're very sick. 
I don’t believe it’s true. 
You only want to coax mamma 
To make nice things for you," 

Of course in the wilderness, on remote 
farms and suburbs, the mother of a family 
must,in spite of any danger from igno- 
rance, keep many remedies on hand and ad- 
minister them as best she can, because & 
physician is unattainable there at short 
notice. But, in that case, as much her duty 
as itis to have the medicines, it is to know 
how and when to administer them; and so 
she must make her own a sufficient 
knowledge of the simpler and more com- 
mon ailments to be able to treat them prop- 
erly in their preliminary stages; and this 
ought to be as mucha part of every girl's 
education as bread-making, sewing, read- 
ing and the multiplication table. 

But when a doctoris in tne next street 
or within easy call, and drugs are at hand 
round the corner, a mother is wise who 
takes no more upon herself in this regard 
than shecan not help, and contents herself 
until educated help can be had with making 
use of copious draughts of hot water and of 
soothing sweats, 

As unwise as it is to administer other 
medicines in ignorance, itis to take the va- 
rious patent medicines prescribed by no 
one in authority, and compounded of noone 
knows what—those things that are recom- 
mended for the “blood’’—tonics, purifiers 
and universal cure-alls—made in reality, 
and as a general thing of the strongest 
drugs and the vilest alcohol, and capabie of 
producing the worst results in the system, 
even to the inflammation of the stomach, 
the induration of the liver, the weakening 
ofthe heart and the degeneration of the 
kidneys, every one of which evilscan be 
wrought without the patient’s knowledge of 
what is going on until the end approacnes. 
The youth who is “‘treating’’ and being 
treated by his companions, with the idea 
that he is making a man of himself, 
his father, who is taking a “little some- 
thing’ for his stomach’s sake before din- 
ner, are both, even if in perfect health now, 
doing the same thing for their vital organs 
that the patent medicines are doing for those 
who are not in perfect health, and both cus- 
toms are the resultof ignorance, and should 
be corrected equally. As no one nowadays 
would think of taking calomel in the 
huge doses formerly given, and scarce- 
ly at all without a physician’s order, 
and even then, possibly, with some 
doubt and questioning, so it may 
come to pass thatin time thepatent medicine 
and the unneeded stimulant wil! be looked at 
with similar distrust and disfavor. If one 
is so ‘*poorly’’ as to feel the need of a stimu. 
lant, which is, after all,of but temporary 
relief; if one is miserable and does not 
know what the matter is—the only course 
to be pursued 1s to callin a practitioner 
whose business it is to be familiar with such 
affairs, and who, with patience and vbe- 
dience on the part of the sufferer, will put 
things into as nearly right shape asi is 
possible they should be. We are apt to say 
that to call a doctor is to make ourselves i!l, 
in accordance with the old epitaph begin- 
ning» **1 was well; I wanted to be better." 
forgetting that it would not have occurred 
tousto call a doctor atall if we had not 
been ill already; and that, at any rate, one 
whose business it is to know, as it is the 
doctor’s, is more presumably safe in the di- 
recting of such affairs than one who, like 
ourselves, know nothing about the way 
in which we are 60 fearfully and wonder- 
fully made. Eternal though the life beyond 
the grave, there is but one life here, and 
that has to be lived in connection with the 
body. and it would seem that atthe s!!zht- 
est hint of disaster to this so necessary 
body. we should put the care of it int. the 
hands of those most skilled in such matters, 
and not run the risk of parting with it, or of 
doing it an irremediabie damage. 


CALIFORNIA RED-WOODS. 


Magnificent Trees Growing Up Again 
| Where They Have Been Cut. 

The magnificent red-woods which extend 
along the coast ranges, from Monterey bay 
to Siskiyou, constitute, of course, the chief 
timber resources of the State, says the San 
Francisco Bulletin, It is from these forests 
that the major part of the lumber used in 
the State since the American occupation 
has been obtained. The drain on these for- 
ests has necessarily been enormous. In 
those red-wood forests adjacent to San 
Francisco bay and lying in the counties of 
San Mateo, Santa Cruz, Marin,..Sonoma, 
Napa and Alameda, most of the merchanta- 
ble timber in the original growth has been 
removed long ago, Fortunately the denuda- 
tion of these forests has not produced a 
scene of utter desolation, such as 18 some- 
times pictured in the mind as following in 
the wake of the lumberman’s axe. In the
